Ottawa, Feb. 14,-r,TUe address in re- 
ply ito the Speeeh from the Throne was 
moved today by Mr. .Campbell, of West 
York, and seconded by Dr. Belaud, of 
Beauce. The debate was not concluded 
tonight, Mr. Bournssa having given no- 
tice of an amendment, in' favor of a de- 
'iinitu railway policy to prevent Can- 
adian railways falling into the bauds 
of foreign corporations. 

Mti R. L. Borden, leader of the oppo- 
sition, twitted the .government with the 
number of appointments they had made 
rroin the Douse, and invited Mr. 
'Mulock's special attention to the mat- 
ter. He pointed out noticeable omis- 
sions in the speeches, as. for instance, 
a fust Atlantic service and the Yukon 
boundary matter. lie also referred to 
the inconsistencies of ministers when 
discussing tariff questions. In conclu- 
sion, Jie referred in kjudly terms to the 
deaths of Messrs. Dobeil, Clarke Wal- 
lace ami Bell and Lord Dllfferin. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said it was not the 
intention to introduce any important 
legislation. He expected the session to 
be short. He admitted no progress had 
been made about a fast Atlantic line and 
the Yukon boundary (matter, but (lid not 
consider a settlement of the last men- 
tioned matter hopeless. 

Mr. McLean advocated the nationali- 
zation of railways and telegraphs, and 
then the debate was adjourned.

Washington, D. C, iFeb. 14.— The 
monotony of n private pension bill in 
the Mouse today was enlivened by a 
very sensational .speech by Mr. Wheeler 
and More of Kentucky, in denunciation of what he 
denominated "Flunkeyism" to foreign 
countries. He took the recent state- 
ments emanating from continental cabi- 
nets regarding the attitude of Great 
Britain during the Spanish war us a 
text for a wholesale attack upon the 
trend of United States diplomacy. Ho 
severely scored Secretary .Hay and de- 
clared that if .Lord Paiincefote had 
sought, as was alleged, to circumvent us 
during the war of 1898, the sooner he 
was shipped across the seas the better. 
He also criticized the President for his 
reported intention to send 'his daughter 
to the coronation of King Edward, and 
protested against the official reception 
of Prince Henry. 

There was a sequel to Mr. Wheeler's 
speech later in the day when Mr. Gros- 
venor secured the lloor and replied at 
length to what the Keiituckian hail said. 
As to Mr. Wheeler's denial of a state- 
ment regarding the visit of the ,'Prince 
of Wales in 1800, Mr. Grosvenor declar- 
ed that he personally could bear wit- 
ness to the truth of bis assertion, for 
ho himself had seen the Prince when: 
he first set. foot on United .States soil. 
\t 'Niagara as a young man he had lis- 
tened to the Prince's speeeh, he said,, 
with great interest. He denominated Mr. 
Wheeler's remtlirk about the forthcom- 
ing visit of Prince Henry as a "'Bitter 
attack lqion tlie President of the United: 
States, the House, Senate, and inciden- 
tally upon all with whom the Prince' 
woald come in contact." 

As to Lafayette's visit, be insisted 
that the Marquis 'bore a royal commis- 
sion, and in that connection be said he 
did not care to commit himself unre- 
servedly to the friendship of France,, 
which country was lighting her enemies 
on American soil, and attempted to get 
into a tight with the United States be- 
fore George Washington died. Just at 
the time when the American' people were 
to be put to file test whether they were 
gentlemen, he said, it was most unfor- 
tunate that this protest should come 
against the .reception of Prince Henry. 
The speech of the gentleman from Ken- 
tucky would be exploited in Em-ope to- 
morrow on the eve of the Prince's de- 
parture as the message o.f .United Slates 
people to the guest. 

Mr. Wheeler interposed at this point . 
to say that he should gladly welcome 
any gentleman from abroad; what ho 
objected to was the official color to be 
given to the visit. Then, as Sir. Gros- 
venor proceeded to read what he said 
criticising tho •President for making a 
now precedent in connection with the- 
coronation of King Edward, Mr. Wheel- 
er interrupted to say that while he had 
no desire to bring the matter into the 
discussion, what he 'had deplored was 
tho report that the President intended 
to send a member of his family to the- 
eoronatlion. 

"Oh, if it Is simply a matter of a young 
girl going to the coronation of a gentle- 
man and lady," observed Mr. Grosvenor,. 
"I will not pursue it." 

Continuing, Mr. Grosvenor asserted 
that within his personal knowledge he 
would say that in sending a deputation 
to the coronation of King Edward, the 
present occupant of the White House 
had simply carried out tlie plans of the 
deceased President, who had already 
selected the bead of the commission. It" 
tlie constituents of the gentleman front 
Kentucky were polled, he did not think 
that: five per cent, would condemn the 
['resident. 

'"So far as the young lady is concern- 
ed, ' be added, '"I can tell the' gentleman 
one thing, she would give him a, great 
deal of trouble if she should gel into a 
debate with him as to the propriety of 
her going." (Applause.) 

Mr. Grosvenor then took up Mr. 
Wheeler's speech, reading from il the 
term "Little •Dutchman," which Mr. 
Wheeler had applied to Prince iHoiirv, 
and his remarks about his indifference to. 
the goodwill of the German people. 

Mr. Grosvenor commented upon this 
language, saying that while the gentle- 
man might be indifferent now as to the 
good will of the Germans, it would In- 
different late in the fall "when persim- 
mons were ripe." Mr. Grosvenor de- 
scribed at some length the visit of the 
Prince of Wales in 1S00. His tour or 
the country, tlie honors showered upon 
him by President Buchanan, who rush- 
ed out of tin- White (House and met him 
with extended arms, as if he had been 
traditional '-Prodigal son."

Ward made a statement regarding the 
quarantine station, which was published 
In your paper. As Mr. Ward, In his re- 
marks, has conveyed a misleading and un- 
pleasant Idea ot quarantine experience, I 
beg leave to dispel this false Impression 
by pointing out some of the instances 
wherein Mr. Ward shows himself to he 
anything hut a close observer. 

Mr. Ward states that on going down to 
the bath he first found himself! in a cold 
room, the iloor of which was of concrete 
und wet and dirty. In all these points Mr 
Ward is greatly mistaken. This room, as 
well as the others, was heated from the 
large steam disinfecting chamber. The 
usual complaint Is that the rooms are too 
hot, hut on this occasion, owdug to certain 
alterations being made, they were not as 
hot as usual: possibly even In the outer 
rooms It would .ho too cold for some, but 
certainly the rooms were not coid In the 
sense of not being heated, as one might In- 
fer from Mr. Ward's statement. As for con- 
crete lloors, there are noue In the building, 
so that this chilly impression vanishes. 
Nor -were the floors wet except, of course, 
in the bath passage, hut here a 'wooden 
grating protects the feet. In a corner of 
one room to which, however, there was no 
need of anyone going, some rain water 
was coming In owing to unfinished work on 
the roof, hut this could not be helped and 
Is not a reasonable thing to found a com- 
plaint upon. This water was, however, 
mopped up more than once. The floors, 
moreover, were not dirty. They were 
cleaned throughout during the morning, 
this being necessary as the carpenters had 
been In the building the day before. The 
rooms were also straightened up after the 
half dozen members of the crew had had 
the r bath, although they could have done 
little to mnke it untldv. The general ap- 
pearance of the room was, however, not 
favorable owing to the carpenter work 
being done. 

Concerning there being no clothes pegs, 
etc.. the explanation Is that In the undress- 
ing room It is expected tbnt clothes be put 
at once on the car for fumigation. If there 
were pegs here people would constants- 
be leaving their clothes hanging thereon

The third annual ball of Victoria, Aerie 
No. 12, JTriendly Order of dingles, wa» 
hold at .Assembly hall lust night, and fox 
many hours merriment reigned in th« 
spacious hall, whose iloor was tilled by 
over 400 daneeru garbed pletiirostruely 
aid fancifully in all sorts ajid conditions 
of tx>st nines. There iwere 100 couples on 
the Iloor, when the Fifth regiment or- 
chestra, which discoursed good nruoic 
throughout the evening, played for the 
grand march, and gradually other danc- 
ers arrived until the hall nvaa thronged— 
for the annual ball of the Eagles aivvayn 
attracts a large audience who gather to 
watch the maskers. The hall presented 
a striking aud picturesque 6Cono. 

The decorations were lavish, and bh« 
multi-colored, many shaped, and vnri- 
formed costumed dancers made nip a 
kaleidoscopic view, which, ever-changing 
as the dancers whirled to and fro, was 
a picture pleasing to the eye. The 
streamers which run from wall to wall

The distance from A'ictoria to Winni- 
peg by the Canadian /Pacific is 1,501 
miles, ilt may be that x location survey 
will shorten tho distance between Ed- 
monton and Comox. We have taken Mr. 
H. P. ©ell's survey between Yellow Head 
1'nss and Comox. The estimate of the 
distance between Edmonton and Yellow 
Ulead Pass wre arrived at by scaling the 
distance on the map and adding 10 per 
cent, for curvature. The other distances 
are substantially accurate. Heuce it ap- 
pears that the comparative length of the 
two lines from Winnipeg to Victoria is 
such that the character of the gradients 
will determine which of the two will l)c 
the shorter in point of time and operat- 
ing expenses.

WHITE PASS HATE'S. 

We have to congratulate the Depa.rt- 
ment of 'Railways and Canals upon a 
bona tide effort to control the rates on 
the White Pass route. (Difficulties of no 
ordinary nature surround the subject, 
for a short portion of the railway 'being 
in the territory in possession of tho 
United States, it was impossible for the 
Canadian government to interfere with 
the rates charged on that portion. The 
only thing to do was to hold over th( 
company the possibility of a refusal to 
permit auy freight charges whatever 
being imposed on the Canadian end o, 
the line, which is by far tho longer part. 
This is what tho government lias done, 
and we have little doubt that tho com- 
pany will »ot attempt to defeat tho 
agreement that has been reached by 
charging excessive rates on the Alaskan 
end. 

The Colonist has always been disposed 
to take as favorable a view as possible of 
the White Pass railway. It recognized 
that tho builders of the line took a very 
great risk, and hence wen? entitled to 
have a wider margin of profit than could 
toe tolerated ,for a moment ou any other 
railway, but the time has certainly ar- 
rived when rates must be put at some- 
thing reasonable. 

Tlie new rates, which we feel confi- 
dent will be acted upon ,by the company 
in good faith, cannot fail to have a 
very salutary effect upon 'business hi the 
Yukon. It has been contended by some 
that business men did not want the rates 
lowered, because they did not want the 
country to become "cheap," but any idea 
that may have 'been entertained to this 
effect has ceased to bo held by any one. 
What the interests of the Yukon demand 
is rates as cheap as the conditions sur- 
rounding transportation will warrant, so 
that the mining industry of the country 
may lie broadened out and not be con- 
ifined to rue working of only the host 
properties,

(But tho fact that the question has been 
raised shows that the difficulty is experi- 
enced. The truth of the matter is that 
the publication of what passes for litera- 
ture nowadays is purely a commercial un- 
dertaking. Productions of persons who 
have made a name in literature nre 
therefore naturally in demand, because 
the name of the author is an advertise- 
ment of itself; the work is very' often in- 
ferior to that of unknown writers. In 
fact some of the stuff that has recently 
been issued by authors of repute is mis- 
erable trash. But the publishers are not 
cultivating the literary taste of tho 
public, They are out to make money 
and consequently the ni'.me of tlio 
author, not the merit »f the article, 
is likely to sell it. This is not 
to say that the productions of un- 
known writers ale never accepted, but 
only that when the choice lias to too made 
between a writer who is known and 
one who is unknown, the former is very 
likely to win, even if his work is not 
the best. 



•AUSTnO-IIUXOAItY. 

■Not very long ago the Austrian Pre- 
mier informed the House of iDeputice 
that unless the .representatives of the 
people responded more promptly to the 
wishes of tho Emperor, tho latter might 
find it to be necessary to suspend the 
constitution and set up an absolute gov- 
ernment. This threat leads Pester 
Eloyd to remark that not only in Aus- 
tria but in every ■country in the world 
the problem of representative govern- 
ment remains yet to be solved. This 
-seems a strange doctrine to be advanced 
in the Twentieth Century, but. that it has 
been promulgated without very grave ex- 
ception being taken to it is a surprising 
fact. In Austria the threat, to set up 
absolutism does not appear to have' evok- 
ed much indignation. This may be be- 
cause the people have already and very 
recently iiail a brief experience with it, 
and did not liud it altogether unsatis- 
factory. The year before last the House 
of 'Deputies WD6 dissolved and a new 
one was not summoned for several 
month", the Emperor administering af- 
fairs under an article of the Constitution 
which provides for his so doing in cer- 
tain circumstances. Austria has seen so 
much discord that: almost any change 
would be welcomed. Her population is 
a motley collection of nationalities. There 
are Genua ns, Tsechs, (Slovaks, Poles, 
Ruthenians, Slovenians, Italians, Croa- 
t ia ns, Servians, Roumanians and Hun- 
garians. These people do not agree 
among themselves as to what the coun- 
try needs, and they nre held together 
in the form of an empire, it is said, only 
by tiie personal influence of the Em-' 
peror. 'Long ago it was foretold that 
when he died, (Austria would go to pieces. 
It is well known that the German Kais- 
er is awaiting such an event with con- 
siderable impatience. He is said to cher- 
ish the idea that the German part of. 
Austria will be immediately annexed to 
Germany after the death of Ernnz Josef, 
nvsilo the Other portions will become 
hopelessly divided and be incapable of 
any political existence except under the 
protecting wing of the Gem/an Empire. 
This state of things presents the most 
serious problem confronting tho states- 
men of Continental Europe.

During the rush to the Klondike, a 
'Canadian customs officer was stationed 
at Skagway to expedite the shipment 
of Canadian goods through the strip of 
territory claimed by the United States, 
to collect duty at 'Skagway -oii foreign 
goods destined for Cnnndina port?, and 
also to arrange 'for the bonding of United 
'States goods from the boundary line at 
the summit o-f -White Pass to the bound- 
ary on tholower Yukon. Thus both Cana- 
dians and Americans were' benefitted. 
Collector Ivey,. rsvho is about to be re- 
lieved of his otllce. with a view of get- 
t ng a slap at the Canadians, lias revoked 
the order permitting this. 

The. Daily Alaskan, of -Skagway, in its 
issue of February 5, states;: 

C. IL. Andrews, collector of the port' of 
Hlcagway, has been notified bv Collector 
Ivey to see that in future the Canadian 
customs officials collect no more fees 
for the quarantine and inspection of live 
stock in Canadian territory. This has, 
it seems, been held by the Treasury de- 
partment to too a flagrant violation of 
t'he act of sovereignty... Collector An- 
drews has (been moreover ordered to ar- 
rest anyj American or alien who pre-

The trial of Frank Nicholes for the 
murder of Torn Netes was continued in 
the Assize court yesterday, Mr. Justice 
Wttlkeon presiding. 

S. Perry Mills, K.C., addressed the 
jury on behalf of the prisoner. He read 
it'.thorities showing cases analogous to 
that of Nicholes, in which the judges 
had held that the offence was not mur- 
der, but manslaughter. He defined the 
difference between the crimes of mur- 
der and manslaughter as set forth in the 
criminal code, and went ou to show that 
a man threatened with bodily injury or 
put in fear for his life had a right to 
defend himself by any means at band. 

AUSTIN HOUND, 
sealer, was the first witness called for 
the defence. He had known deceased, 
(Netes; also knew ithe prisoner. Some 
months ago witness and Netes met 
Frank Nicholes on Johnson street. Netes 
poke angrily to Nicholes, who tried to 
avoid him. Netes was excited. Ho lnul 
been drinking. -He said to witness, "I'll 

kill that ■ — = 1") 

In cross-examination, 'Mr. McLean 
failed to show by the witness .that he 
had been kept in town by the defence to 
give evidence in the case. 

K'LEOX MET BO, 
proprietor of the Maryland restaurant, 
corroborated the previous witness' tes- 
timony. He had sent Home to see Mr. 
Mills. Witness and deceased had been 
partners two years ago. Netes was a 
quarrelsome man. Witness had pre- 
vented him from stabbing a man named 
Murukl. Six months after they dis- 
solved partnership Netes came there and 
ibused witness— he was very rough and 
loud, and took possession of the place. 
He was continually quarreling and 
drinking. Had known prisoner from 
childhood. He- was always industrious 
and peaceably inclined. Knew George 
Katchules for two years. Saw him on 
[November 8. He was in the Maryland 
about 11 o'clock a.m. Saw him again 
next day. 

Netes was arrested by Chief I.angley 
for threatening to stab the man. 

Cross-examined, witness said he was 
not related to the prisoner. When Kat- 
chules was in the restaurant on Novem- 
ber 8, he said Nicholes had sent him into 
town to get news. He said lie would go 
and tell Nicholes to come into town. He 
corroborated Home's evidence with re- 
gard to Netes' threat to kill the prisoner. 

WILLIAM THIEMSON, 
proprietor of the Gennaniu saloon, 
knew deceased for over a year. Had 
trouble with him. New Year's morning, 
1901, about 8 o'clock, iXetes was in the 
saloon.

• Witness said he <lid not want to light; 
only to make a living. 

Netes abused him and called htm man; 
insulting names. 

Tiho woman came and asked them to 
go out. As soon as they got outside 
Cs T etes struck the witness. He threw 
hint off the sidewalk and struck him as 
he lay on the ground, shouting, "I'll kill 

you! You — ■ !" Angelo 

tried to hold Netes. He said to him, 
"You go." 

Witness ran away. Netea followed 
him, repenting iiis threats. He ran as 
fast as he could. Did i)ot remember 
mooting Constable Carson. When they 
got near No. 11 Chatham street, Notes 
struck him behind the ear and on the 
arm -with something, shouting, "I'll kill 

you, you — 1" Witness 

took his knife from his' pocket and 
turned quickly and struck at Notes. Did 
'not know he stabbed him. He then ran 
'up Chatham to Government, and along 
'Government to Herald, and down that 
[Street to where they had started. He 
had lost his hat there and went to Jook 
•for it. 

■ Notes followed him, running after 
witness struck rat him with the knife, 
land kept shouting. •'I'll catch you!" Did 
not know where Xetes fell. 

lie did not find his hat and went on 
down to his sloop and put out, as ho -was 
a t raid of Notes and his brother. Sailed 
out to Albert H. ad. Ceo. Katchules was 
•aboard the sloop. Katchules went 
'ashore at Albert Head about S a.m. and 
■came back about 4 p.m. Witness left 



the sloop, intending to come In Vic- 
toria, but got lost, and after walking all 
night in the rain found himself: at 
•Beachy bay on Saturday morning. He 
slept that night in a stable. On Sun- 
day morning he inquired the way to 
Victoria from a woman and reached 
town in the evening. Went to Gill's 
house at Bock Bay. Went into tlu 
shed and the policemen came and ar- 
rested him . He went to Gill's to get 
something to cut. 

Cross-examined, prisoner said he left 
his sloop at anchor oft Albert Head. Did 
not .attempt to sink it. Had no con- 
'versation with .the boy Robert 'McLean, 
on the Saanieh road. The boy said 
"Hello, Crank! Hello, Forty." Did not 
tell Bob he had sunk the sloop. Bob 
said there was a reward of $250 for liis 
arrest. Before he got to Gill's house he 
saw the chief of police and some con- 
stables. Did not fear to give himself 
up to. the police, hut he feared Nctes' 
friends. 

' Witness repeated the story of the light 
with Xotes and the events which follow- 
ed, adhering to the facts detailed in liis 
evidence-in-chief. 

Witness denied that ho, Netes and An- 
gelo hail drinks in Stella Cameron's 
house. 

| Katehuies told witness on Friday even- 
ing that Notes was dead. He told Kat- 
chules to rake the sloop to Victoria, and 
intended to walk in himself. 

r EVIDENCE IX REBUTTAL. 
' Mr. Mills rested his case here, and the 
crown called Sergt. Frank Murray, of 
the provincial police, for the purpose of 
contradicting Cliungranes, but Mr. 'Mills 
'objected, and the court upheld his ob- 
jection. 

ROBERT McLEAX 
knew the prisoner. Met him on the 
Saanieh road on Sunday, November 10, 
about o p.m. Prisoner nsked witness 
where he lived, and if he would take hint 



to his house and keep him for a couple 
'of days; then he would go away on a 
steamer, lie said he had sunk his sloop. 
1 In cross-examination, witness acknowl- 
edged that he had tried to get the re- 
ward for Xicholes' capture. He went 
heme and got his bicycle lamp and came 
into town and told the police. He 
thought it was right to do so. It was 
about L'O minutes after he saw Xicholes 
that he reported to the police. 

MR. MILLS. K.C. 

McLean was the 'first witness call- 
ed, and Mr. Mills addressed the jury in 
behalf of the prisoner. 

In openi"'.- his address he said his con- 
fidence had increased, for he had not 
the full knowledge that witnesses for 
the defence were able to bring forward 
to show the character of Notes. This is 
an- affray in hot blood, he said, was no 
premeditation or preconceived malice. 
It was not conclusively proven that his 
'client struck the fatal blow, for Netes' 
clothes had not been produced. Netes 
"had wounded himself that he might 
avoid serving his country. Witnesses 
had shown the brutal character Of Xetes, 
who, conscious of his brutal strength, 
knives mid weapons, for n fight. 
Me threatened to kill Metro, his 
former partner, unless he gave

him $100, and Metro 'bought 
him out. He told how Netes made 
threats to kill Xicholes. Nieholes had al- 
'ways been well spoken of. 
• The learned counsel proceeded to ar- 
gue that all tho evidence produced by 
'the crown tended to show that his client 
had struck at Netes wholly in self-de- 
'fenee. lie' quoted authorities to prove a 
•man's right to prqserve his life 'when 
'threatened by an assailant having him 
at a disadvantage. The law said that 
'one" under such circumstances should 
'rnn away from his threatened fate, hut 
"if cornered or placed in a position from 
which there was no escape, it justified 
him even in killing his enemy in order 
'to preserve his own life. The prisoner's 
statement to the police at the time of 
'his arrest proved that his client had only 
'exercised the right which the law gave 
to every man. "1 stabbed him," ho said; 
"'but if 1 had not, he would have killed 
me." 

■ He held it as absurd that the case 
could he found one of murder. Tho 
Crown had endeavored in the first place 
to prove that Nieholes was pursuing 
Netes when the fatal blow was struck; 
but all the facts elicited and tho xiosition 
'of the wounds completely destroyed such 
a theory. 

He concluded by urging the jury to 
"put themselves in the place of the pris- 
oner and ask themselves what _ they 
'would have done under similar circum- 
stances. He argued that there was no 
evidence to support the charge of mur- 
'dcr, and .if they did not acquit the pris- 
oner, they must certainly bring in a ver- 
'dict of manslaughter. 

. MR. iMcLEAX. 

Mr. McLean reviewed the evidence for 
the crown. Ho warned the jury to treat 
Xicholes' evidence as that of a man 
whose life was nt stake and not to be 
relied upon. It was important to con- 
sider that Xetes had a fatal wound in 
his heart, which would effectually pre- 
vent his moving from the corner of 
Chatham street and the alley where he 
was found by the police. It wa.s Impos- 
'sible that such a tiling should occur. He 
believed that the prisoner overtook Xetes 
'on the vacant lot on Government street 
and there dealt the deadly blows. Again, 
the prisoner stated 'that lie struck at 
'Xetes blindly and was not conscious 
that ho had struck him. Could they be- 
lieve such a story? Was it possible that 
he could bury his knife in Xotes' heart 
'without knowing that he had struck 
him? 'All the facts and inferences went 
to show that the prisoner's story .was 
untrue. Ho Argued very plausibly that 
all the events leading up to the murder 
'went to prove that Nieholes was the ag- 
gressor. ^ 

1 With regard to the stories of threats 
alleged to have been made against 
Xicholes by Netes, iMr. McLean argued 
that Home's evidence was not worthy 
'of belief, and was contradicted by an- 
other of the witnesses for the defence. 
Tie also pointed out that Metro had had 
trouble with 'Netes, and was a hostile 
witness, and other witnesses who had 
'sworn that Xetes was always lighting 
were unable to give a single instance in 
which they saw him lighting. He con- 
tended that the prisoner's crime wasmur- 
'dor, and he urged the jury to bring in 
a verdict accordingly, unless they had a 
very strong doubt of .his guilt. 

THE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 
Mr. Justice Walkem, in summing up the 
case, said it was one of the most peculiar 
which, had come under his notice, either 
as a practitioner or since his elevation 
to the bench. The case was peculiar

from the small amount of direct evidence 
produced. He paid a 'high tribute to the 
intelligence of jurors in (British Colum- 
bia and assured the jury that he felt 
convinced that they, would do their 
whole duty fairly and impartially. In 
considering the evidence they should 
take into account the demeanor of the 
witnesses in the box. They had heard 
the evidence of the witness HorneS who 
had given his evidence' in a straightfor- 
ward and, to all appearance, truthful 
manner. He and other witnesses had 
told of the vile language used by the de- 
ceased and ot his ipiarrelsoinc nature. 

A fact admitted by the highest au- 
thorities that no two witnesses of an 
■affray would give anything like an ex- 
act description of what occurred, applied 
to this case. 

A point which they should also con- 
sider was that the prisoner did not at- 
tempt to conceal or throw away his 



lenife, which he might easily havo done. 
After his conversation with young Me- 
ILean, he might have hidden the knife. 
Lilt he did not do so, but hnnded it 
over to the police as the weapon with 
which he had struck at Xetes. 

Tho learned Judge tlien explained to 
the jury the difference between murder 
and manslaughter, and concluded by 
pointing out that if they believed the 
■prisoner's statement, that lie struck tho 
blows in self-defence and without malice 
or intention to kill, they would find 
manslaughter. If they were convinced 
that prisoner struck the blows in de- 
fence of his life and while in bodily 
fear of death, they might acquit him. 

TH;B YKKD1CT. 
' The jury retired at 0:40 p.m., and af- 
tor an absence of 20 minutes, came into 
court, when the foreman, Mr. Henry 
Becker, delivered their verdict as follows: 
"We find the prisoner guilty of man- 



slaughter, and we strongly recommend 
him to mercy." 

His Lordship thanked the jury for 
their patient attention to the case and 
dismissed them .from further attendance. 
' KATCHULES DISCHARGED. 

Mr. McLean announced that tho crown 
had decided to enter a nolle prosequi in 
the ease of Katchules, indicted as an ac- 
cessory after the tact to Nieholes. 

Mr. "iMiils. who appeared for Kat- 
chules, moved for his discharge from 
custody, which the court granted. 

In Itex v. Xangle, for assault, Mr. 
McLean said the crown W;ts not ready 
to go to trial and tho case was allowed 
to stand over till the next assizes. 

Mr. 'Mills asked that Nangle's bail be 
reduced, and ho will make an applica- 
tion accordingly nt 11 o'clock today. 

This concluded the business of the as- 
sizes and court adjourned. Xicholes 
will probably be sentenced .this morning.

A despatch from lighthouse-keeper \V. 
I*. Daykin, of Carmanah point, the first 
since the wire vvent down during the 
heavy gale of Christmas night, an- 
nounce* the finding of several eases of 
salmon, which bore no (marks of identifi- 
cation. The finding of these eases of 
salmon will no doubt add to the uneasi- 
ness caused for the 'snluion-lnilon ship 
lied Rook, a life buoy and some cases 
of salmon from which wore found at 
Clnyoqnot as reported in these columns 

onto time ago. The ibtioy, which was 
found by a settlor living on a ranch 
facing Long Beach, was marked "Hod 
llock, Glasgow," and was plainly from 
the salmon ship which sailed from thi<> 
port on November 29 for Liverpool with 
S-l.SOO cases of salmon. It was seen by 
officers of the survey steamer Fgerin 
during that vessel's cruise in search of 
wreckage from the missing Condor, and 
identified as a. life buoy of the salmon 
ship. Some few oases of salmon were 
also found near Long Beach, and now 
comes the news from Carmanah Point 
that several cases have also been found 
near there. None of the salmon cases 
are marked, but the fact that a. buoy 
has been found from the Red Ilocl<, and 
that the vessel sailed just prior to the 
heavy gale of December 3-4, in which 
both the collier •Matteawan and the war- 
ship Condor are believed to have been 
lost, causes the finding of salmon to bo 
connected with the Red llock, which 
vessel was in all probability badly bnf- 
fetted by the heavy storm, and — ns did 
the salmon ship Ar<lnnnii:r<'.liaa the year 
before— probably jettisoned some of her 
salmon,, Or jt may be that its is often 
t'lio custom tiioto Wel'e BW1C few cases 
of salmon In one of her dock houses, and 
these cases were swept overboard when 
the. buoy was carried away. 

The arrival of the lied Rock will no 
doubt be awaited with interest, as was 
that of the Airdnamurchan last year. 
The first news of salmon from the Ard- 
imniurcliaii having come ashore was 
given in a report received by tbe Colo- 
nist from Astoria, nt which point news 
had been received of the finding of many 
cases of salmon marked "C. C. €.," Liv- 
erpool, on Clatsop Spit, near the mouth 
of the Columbia. Other discoveries of 
cases Of salmon followed, together with 
the discovery of cabin doors, and small 
pieces of woodwork. As a result of these 
■finds the speculators gambled on the 
safety of the salmon ship, reinsurance 
being quoted on her from 30 to !)u per 
cent. The price continually lluctnated. 
but was at DO pur cent, when the vessel 
was spoken safe in the English channel, 
a day from port. As with the Ardna- 
nmrchau, so it is with tin- lied Rock. 
Following the report of the finding of 
the life buoy bearing her name, and the 
cases of salmon near Clayoqnot, rein- 
surance was quoted on the Red Rock r.t 
50 per cent. Soon afterwards it drop- 
pod to 40 per cent., then to 23. and yes- 
terday stood at 15 per cent. Tito finding 
of other cases of salmon, although they 
hear no marks, near Carmanah Point, 
will n.) doubt raise the rate of reinsur- 
ance on the vessel. 

The despatch received from Mr. Dny- 
kin reports thai his «ms made a search 
along the. -beach to see if any fresh 
wreckage had been washed ashore, but 
nothing was found other than the few 
cases of salmon. The wire to Carmanah 
lias now been repaired. During the 
storm of Christmas night a largo num- 
ber of trees fell across Ibe wire and 
much work was necessary to restore 
communication. The linesmen are now 
at work on the lino to Cape iBeaie, anil 
communication is expected to he restored 
Shortly witli that point. Both Carnianali 
and Ope Uoale— as well as Otter point, 
the wire to which has been working for 
some time past— are important signalling 
stations, where incoming steamers and 
ships are first reported when bound in 
from .sea. , 



Nell and Boscowitz of other companies 
havo been tied <up for some time for re- 
pairs and overhauling.

TEDB GLOME CIItlC'L/BRS. 

Glenesk Will Arrive Here Today to Load 
Salmon For Liverpool. 

'Steamier Glenesk, of Podwell '&. Co.'s 
round-the-world line, will arrive at the 
Outer wharf today from Tacoma to load 
a big consignment of salmon, whicn was 
brought from tho Fraser river some days 
ago by the steamers Staffa nsud Fingal. 
This salmon was to have becu loaded on 
tbe Glenesk on her arrival inbound from 
the Orient, but awing to the fact that the 
brief spell of winter then raging had 
impeded navigation on tho 'Fr.iser, the 
salmon could not bo brought down. 

Steamer Kintuck, of the China Mu- 
tual line, which will follow the Glenesk 
around the world to Liverpool, brought 
some cargo for Victoria, which like that 
brought by the Fakling, will be shipped 
to this port by the Sound steamers. It 
was announced that all vessels of tlus 
line would call at the Outer wharf en 
route in, but after the arrival of the Ping 
Suey, the Raiding and Kintuck passed on 
up to the iSound without calling. 

COTTAGE CITY SAILS. 

The P. iO, S. S. Co.'s Alaskan Oner 
Leaves on Another Voyage to 
Skagway. 

Steamer Cottage City will sail for 
Skagway and way ports this morning. 
She 'will have two or three passengers 
from this port, and amongst them in all 
proibrtibllity, wall be Diver 'Mollardy, 
who .will accompany Capt. Carroll, man- 
ager or the Alaska Commercial com- 
pany t<> Kwakume Cove to assist in 
the work of floating the stranded steam- 
er IBertha, which is fast there in shal- 
low water, in which she foundered when 
being taken to a good beach after being 
iloated from the rocky point on which 
she struck at midnight on Sunday last, 
when bound to Valdes from 'Seattle. 

The Cottage City left Seattle last 
night after embarking a large number 
of passengers and loading considerable 
freight. 'She will arrive at the Outer 
wharf about -1 a. m., and, sail two hours 
later. 



' TO CO.ME HACK. 

Tho Folmlna Has to Return to the 
Quarantine Station. 

The sugar steamer Folmina is to come 
back to this port. When sin. passed up 
•early on the morning of Thursday she 
•did not call at the William Head quar- 
'antinc station, and on arrival tit Van- 
couver on Thursday night, Dr. Mc- 
iKechnic declined to miss her unless Dr. 
•Montizambert, the superintendent of Do- 
minion quarantines,- said that the steam- 
er could be admitted without returning 
to .Willi. mi Head. Some telegraphic 
communications were exchanged between 
•tho doctors, and Dr. MeKechnie re- 
ceived instructions to despatch the Dutch 
tramp back to the local quarantine sta- 
tion. She started at t) o'clock last night 
and will arrive this morning. 
' The Folmina has 5,000 tons of sugar 
for the British Columbia sugar refinery, 
and will return to Vancouver from this 
port to discharge. She was 53 days from 
•.lava, and called at three points en route 
to till her bunkers, at Geelong, Moji and 
Ounalaska. Her machinery is intact, 
and not crippled, as was understood, but 
her boilers are reported to be somewhat 
strained. She is not, however, serious- 
ly injured. The voyage was tempestuous 
throughout, and with poor coal and 
strained boilers the steamer made slow 
progress.
